A method of treatment \f a disease condition caused by papilloma 
virus, which comprises: 

applying an effective amount of a Mycobacterium to the region of 
infection. 



I. The method of claim 1 wherein the papilloma virus is human 
papilloma virus. 

3. The method of claim 2\wherein the disease condition include 
cutaneous and genital warts in humans. 

4. The method of claim 2 wherein the disease condition is external 
is and intraurethral condylomata acuminata in humans.

The method of claim 1 llwherein said Mycobacterium is formulated 
with said keratolytic ag^nt as a cream for adherent application to 
the region of infection. 

13. The method of claim 7lwherein said BCG is formulated with 
powdered salicylic acid asjan adherent cream for application to the 
region of infection. 

1 4. The method of claim 1 3 wherein said salicylic acid is present in an 
amount of about 0.1 to about 50 wt% of the composition. 

1 5. The method of claim 1 4 wherein said salicylic acid is present in an 
amount of about 1 tp about 10 wt%. 

16. A therapeutic composition for the treatment of a disease condition 
caused by papilloma virus, comprising 

an effective amount cm a Mycobacterium formulated with a 
keratolytic agent for topical application to a region of infection.
